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Baghdad Shockwave 

U.N. vows to continue Iraq mission despite deadly attack 


JERUSALEMIA suicide bomber blew himself 
up on a double bus packed with Jewish wor- 
shippers returning from the Western Wall 
on Tuesday, killing at least 18 people and 
wounding more than 100 in one of the dead- 
liest attacks in the past three years. 

The attack, claimed both by Hamas and 
Islamic Jihad, marked a serious blow to the 
U.S. -backed “road map” peace plan, which 
was unveiled three months ago. 

In an immediate response, 

Israel froze all contacts with 
the Palestinian Authority, as 
well as the handover of two 
West Bank towns, Jericho and 
Qalqiliya, to Palestinian con- 
trol. The handover had been 
expected later this week. 

Israel also decided to seal off the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip, a security source said. 

Palestinian Prime Minister Mahmoud 
Abbas condemned the bombing as a “terrible 
act” and said he ordered Palestinian security 
forces to investigate, lara sukhtian (ap) 


B AG H D A D, I R AQ I A cement truck packed with 
explosives detonated outside the offices of 
the top U.N. envoy in Iraq, killing him and 
19 other people and devastating the U.N. 
headquarters here in an unprecedented sui- 
cide attack against the world body. At least 
100 others were injured. 

The bombing blasted a 6 -foot- deep cra- 
ter in the ground, shredded the facade of 
the Canal Hotel housing U.N. offices and 
stunned an organization that had been wel- 
comed by many Iraqis in contrast to the U.S.- 
led occupation forces. 

Except for a new concrete wall built 
recently, U.N. officials at the headquarters 
refused the sort of heavy security that the 
U.S. military has put up around some sen-

possibility that criminal charges 
could be brought against the for- 
mer governor. 

Moody County State’s Attorney 
William Ellingson will review an 
investigation report being com- 
piled by the South Dakota Highway 
Patrol and decide whether to charge 
Janklow. Potential charges include 
second- degree manslaughter and 
careless driving. 

Investigators don’t know how 
fast Janklow was driving when 
his Cadillac collided with a 
Harley-Davidson 
on Saturday, kill- 
ing Randolph Scott, 

55, who was on his 
way home from his 
father-in-law’s 80th 
birthday party. 

Janklow issued a 
statement after the accident saying 
he and his family were anguished 
by the crash, but has refused fur- 
ther comment.

Davis Blasts GOP 
For Calif. Recall 


Embattled governor 
rips ouster attempt as 
Republiean power grab 

LOS ANGELES | Gov. Gray Davis, 
taking a combative stance Tuesday 
in the first major address since the 
recall qualified for the statewide bal- 
lot, denounced the Oct. 7 vote fac- 
ing him as a Republican power grab. 

In prepared remarks that he 
was to deliver later Tuesday, the 
Democratic governor admitted 
he was slow to act on California’s 
energy crisis and that no one 


was happy with the state budget. 

But he sought to place the state’s 
troubles in the perspective of an 
American economy that has “tanked.” 

“The Republicans behind the 
recall say they want you to vote me 
out because of past mistakes,” he said. 
“But they don’t give a rip about past 
mistakes — they want power for 
the future.” 

Davis sought to reassert him- 
self in a campaign that has large- 
ly focused on Republican Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and more than 130 
other candidates seeking to replace

Ashcroft Takes Patriot Act on the Road 


Attorney General 
kieks off drive to 
defend anti-terror law 

WASHINGTON | Attorney General 
John Ashcroft defended the Patriot 
Act on Tuesday, saying the anti-ter- 
rorism measure passed by Congress 
after the Sept. 11 attacks has been 
key to the nation’s efforts to thwart 
attacks against Americans. 

In a speech to the conserva- 
tive-leaning think tank American 
Enterprise Institute, Ashcroft 
sought to counter critics who say 
the act gives law enforcement over- 


reaching powers that threaten the 
privacy rights of innocent people. 

Ashcroft said the law has given 
police and prosecutors the tools 
needed to thwart 
would-be terror- 
ists within the 
parameters of the 
Constitution. 

Ashcroft cited 
elements of the law 
that he says make it 
easier for law enforcement officials 
to pursue suspected criminals. For 
example, prosecutors no longer must 
get permission for different wiretaps 
every time a suspect changes cell 


phones. Instead, the wiretap pro- 
vision applies to the suspect rather 
than to a specific phone. 

Ashcroft’s speech marked the 
start of a campaign- style offen- 
sive aimed at countering criti- 
cism from leading Democrats and 
civil liberties advocates about the 
Patriot Act. 

He plans a road trip Wednesday 
and Thursday, with remarks to 
law enforcement audiences in 
Philadelphia, Cleveland, Detroit 
and Des Moines, Iowa. 

Among the dozen or so future 
stops are Salt Lake City and Boston,

WASHINGTON I The Bush admin- 
istration intends to intensify its 
demand that Palestinian leaders 
dismantle West Bank and Gaza 
terror organizations after a dev- 
astating bomb attack on a packed 
bus in Jerusalem. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell 
telephoned Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Foreign Minister 
Silvan Shalom as a White House 
spokesman condemned and 
deplored the attack Tuesday that 
virtually shattered an already 
shaky truce pledged by Palestinian 
extremist groups. 

Even before the terrorist struck, 
President Bush had said a perma- 
nent peace between Israel and 
the Palestinians could only be 
achieved by dismantling terrorist 
organizations. 

Palestinian Prime Minister 
Mahmoud Abbas has resisted 
U.S. appeals that he dismantle ter- 
ror groups, arguing it could touch 
off a civil war among Palestinians.

9 Suspects Named in Marriott Bomb 


JAKARTA, INDONESIA | Police iden- 
tified nine suspects Tuesday in 
the Aug. 5 attack on Jakarta’s JW 
Marriott Hotel that killed 12 peo- 
ple and suggested the bombing 
might have been partly financed 
by Hambali, an al Qaeda operative 
arrested in Thailand last week. 

Lt. Gen. Erwin Mapasseng said 
six of the suspects were arrested 
earlier this year, but confessed 


after the bombing to helping plan 
and finance the attack. He said 
the others were picked up after 
the attack on suspicion of bring- 
ing the explosives to Jakarta from 
Sumatra island. 

Police blame the bombing on 
Jemaah Islamiyah, a terror net- 
work in S.E. Asia allegedly under the 
command of Hambali, who is also 
linked to the 9/11 attacks, (ap)

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Taha Yassin 
Ramadan, a former Iraqi vice presi- 
dent known as “Saddam’s knuck- 
les” for his ruthlessness against 
regime enemies, was captured by 
Kurdish fighters Tuesday in the 
northern Iraqi city of Mosul and 
turned over to U.S. forces. 

Ramadan, who was reportedly 
disguised in peasant clothing when 
he was caught, once was considered 
Iraq’s second-most powerful man, 
but his influence declined in the 
later years of Saddam Hussein’s 
regime. He was No. 20 on the U.S. 
list of most-wanted former regime 
figures. 

Pentagon spokeswoman Chief 
Petty Officer Diane Perry confirmed 
that Ramadan was turned over to 
the U.S. Army on Tuesday. 

Fighters from the Patriotic Union 
of Kurdistan captured Ramadan, 
65, said Kasrat Rasouli, an official 
with the group in Sulaimaniyah. He 
gave no further details. The cap- 
ture took place in Mosul, Ramadan’s 
hometown. 

Mosul was also where Saddam’s 
sons Qusai and Odai were hiding 
when U.S. forces raided their hide- 
out, sparking a furious gunbattle 
that killed the two brothers, a body- 
guard and Qusai’s son.

president in March 1991 and was 
a Revolutionary Command Council 
member, was widely considered to 
be as ruthless as Saddam. He head- 
ed a 1970 court that executed 44 
officers for plotting to overthrow 
the regime.

London Underground Rising 

Fares on the London Underground 
system will go up 3.6 percent next 
year, but a single ticket in the cen- 
tral zone will increase 25 percent 
to $3.20, London Mayor Ken 
Livingstone announced Tuesday. 
Frequent riders will be able to avoid 
the fare increase by using a prepaid 
card, Livingstone said. He argued 


that the hike would mostly be paid 
by well-off visitors, and blamed a 
lack of central government sup- 
port for making the higher fares 
necessary, (ap)

Government Orders U.N. to 
Hand Over Food Aid 

President Robert Mugabe’s gov- 
ernment on Tuesday ordered the 
United Nations and relief agencies 
to hand over emergency food aid 
to the ruling party. The measure 


raised fears that food relief maybe 
used for political motives ahead of 
provincial and district elections 
later this month. The World Food 
Program estimates that about 3.3 
million Zimbabweans are currently

No Rose-Colored Glasses 
Over 1991 Coup Attempt 

Twelve years after Communist 
hard-liners tried to topple Mikhail 
Gorbachev, most Russians said if 


they could go back to that time, they 
would not support any major player 
in the drama that accelerated the 
Soviet collapse, a poll said Tuesday. 
About 13 percent of respondents said 
they would support then-Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin, who led the 
resistance to the coup and gained 
wide popularity for his role. Ten 
percent said they would support 
the coup leaders, and 8 percent said 
they would back Gorbachev. But 54 
percent said they would support no 
one at all. (ap)

Vajpayee Coalition Defeats 
No-Confidence Measure 

India’s governing coalition easily 
defeated a no-confidence motion 
Tuesday, a victory that could give 
Prime Minister Atal Bihari Vajpayee 
a crucial boost before state elections 
later this year.

Men sentenced 
for roles in deadly 
Casablanca bombings 

CASABLANCA I A Moroccan court 
sentenced four men to death and 
jailed 83 others Tuesday for their 
involvement in a wave of terror 
attacks in Casablanca that killed 
33 bystanders and a dozen suicide 
bombers in May. 

The trial involved dozens of 
defendants accused of belonging to 
a clandestine Moroccan group, the 
Salafia Jihadia. Moroccan authori- 
ties have linked the group to Osama 
bin Laden’s al Qaeda network. 

Four men were convicted of plot- 
ting to blow themselves up in the 
May 16 attacks. 

Officials said 83 other defen- 
dants were convicted of being 
members of the outlawed group, 
with 39 being sentenced to life in 
prison for helping prepare unsuc- 
cessful attacks on tourist attrac- 
tions, including the historic city of 
Marrakech and two beach resorts, 
Agadir and Essaouira. ali naji (ap) 


Blair Deputy Denies He 
‘Sexed Up’ Iraq Dossier 


Campbell is latest to 
appear at inquiry on 
weapon adviser death 

LONDON I Prime Minister Tony 
Blair’s communications director 
denied Tuesday that he “sexed up” 
a government dossier on Iraqi weap- 
ons to boost the case for war. 

Alastair Campbell told an inqui- 
ry into the death of a government 
weapons inspector that he had no 
input into the dossier’s disputed 
claim that Iraq could deploy some 
weapons of mass destruction on 
45 -minutes’ notice.

WASHINGTON | Greater Southeast 
Community Hospital has lost its 
accreditation, hospital officials 
announced Tuesday, leaving the 
future of the city’s main health care 
center for the poor and uninsured 
in greater doubt than ever. 

The Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Healthcare 
Organizations turned down the 
hospital’s final appeal of a March 
decision to deny accreditation. 
The commission cited problems 
with blood transfusions, infection 
control and screening of workers 
and physicians. 


WASHINGTONIA church was heavily 
damaged Monday night in a blaze 
that investigators believe was caused 
by an electrical malfunction. 

The fire at the Bunton 
Institutional Christian Methodist 
Episcopal Church, on the 1300 block 
of Lawrence Street NE, started 
shortly before midnight. No one 
was inside at the time. 

Five firefighters were hospital- 
ized for heat exhaustion and smoke 
inhalation, though none was seri- 
ously injured. 


Hospital officials said they 
have been working with the D.C. 
Department of Health on improv- 
ing similar concerns. 

The loss of accreditation means 
Greater Southeast will lose most or 
all of its paying customers, since 
private insurance companies usu- 
ally won’t do business with unac- 
credited institutions. 

The city has given Greater 
Southeast until Oct. 12 to improve 
conditions, or the hospital will be 
closed. City regulators are investi- 
gating at least six deaths they believe 
should have been prevented, (ap)

HOTELS I Michael Mahoney was 
feeling pretty good about the 
deals he unearthed for his recent 
San Francisco stay: a room for $159 
a night at a top dovmtovm hotel and 
a mid-size rental car for $37 a day.

fees fly. Even the authoritative AAA

Nissan’s new full-size SUV arrives this fall 


SUVS I Nissan Motor Co. is jump- 
ing into the full-size sport util- 
ity vehicle battle with a striking 
design that analysts say is likely 
to provoke a love- or-hate reaction 
among consumers. The Armada, 
which launched last week, is due 
in showrooms on Sept. 29. 

Auto industry analysts who have 
driven the vehicle say its newness 
and radical styling make it a strong 
challenger to the Toyota Sequoia, 
Dodge Durango and Jeep Grand 
Cherokee — even to segment leader 
Ford Expedition. 

Nissan hasn’t set a price for the 
Armada. But analysts expect a price
